School focuses on outside 
learning with new building

WORK on a new £6.9 million school 
started last week in Southend. 

The Hinguar Primary School, will 
move from its current location in 
Hinuagr Street, Shoeburyness, to a 
location a third of a mile away in 
Gunners Park. 

Work on the new school is due to be 
completed in June 2012, enabling 
staff to take possession of the build¬ 
ing before the end of the summer 
term. 


This will help staff support the tran¬ 
sition for pupils, staff and parents 
from the old school into the new 
school. 

Headteacher Viv Stevens said the 
new school would have a greater 
focus on outside learning. 

She said: “We’re very pleased we’re 
going to have this new building. 

“There is going to be lots of oppor¬ 
tunities for the children to explore the 
outdoors.” 

The new build will have a pond 
where children can take part in pond 


dipping and wildlife exercises and an 
outdoor ampitheatre. 

Pupils will also have a football pitch 
that they didn’t have at the old school. 

Mrs Stevens added: “There will be 
the chance to use mobile technology 
and the children will be able to take 
pictures of wildlife. 

“In our old building we couldn’t do 
that because the brick structure 
wouldn’t allow us to. 

“We’ll be bringing the school up to 
state of the art. We are so fortunate to 
have this new building within 


Southend.” 

The new building will serve fami¬ 
lies living on the new Garrison hous¬ 
ing development in addition to the 
existing school community in 
Shoeburyness. 

“We will make sure the building 
will meet not just the needs of the 
children and staff but the local com¬ 
munity,” said Mrs Stevens. 

“We will make sure if there is the 
need we will open the school to the 
community within the conditions of 
the planning agreement.”

Sciatica

S ciatica "Si-at-ika" is a group of symptoms 
involving pain in the buttock and back of 
the leg, only usually one one side of the 
body. In addition to pain there may be any 
combination of pins & needles, numbness, 
tingling and muscle weakness in the affected 
leg or foot. 

The true meaning of Sciatica is often 
misunderstood. The term is merely a group 
of symptoms and not a diagnosis.

The request has been raised with Essex County 
Council Street Lighting and a feasibility report and 
costings will be reported to Benfleet Neighbourhood 
Meeting. 

Telephone service 

A COUNCIL is bringing its benefit telephone services 
in-house. 

Rochford District Council will not renew contacts 
with Capita LGS, who will answer enquiries on benefits 
up until April 1 2012. 

The council will spend £85,053 on two full-time 
employees who will talk to residents from 8.30am to 
5.30pm Monday to Friday. Capita LGS offered to renew 
its contact at a cost of £95,940. 

Council to shut loos 

PUBLIC toilets will close across Rochford district. 

Rochford District Council has agreed to shut loos in 
Hockley, Rayleigh, Rochford and Great Wakering. The 
council currently spends £101,000 cleaning, maintaining 
and operating pubic toilets in the district each year. 

The toilet in Hockley Woods will remain. 

Core Strategy accepted 

FUTURE plans for Rochford district have finally been 
accepted by Government. 

Rochford District Council’s Core Strategy has been 
approved by Government Inspector, Laura Graham. 

The Core Strategy will determine how the area will 
develop over the next 15 years and beyond, addressing 
issues such as housing, sites for employment 
development, strategic infrastructure requirements and 
town centre enhancements. 

The council will now have to build 250 new homes 
each year. In August, the inspector rejected calls from 
members to suspend the document until December.

Tanya Bahari, from 
Hadleigh Road, said the 
best decision she ever 
made was going vegan. 

The mum-of-two 

explained she had already 
been a vegetarian for eight 
years prior to going vegan. 
She said: “A year ago I 
visited an animal rights 
website researching what 
products are tested on ani¬ 
mals and came across a 
video about sheep farming 
in Australia. 

“The way the animals 
were treated just astound¬ 
ed me. 

“I don’t expect everyone 
to be an animal lover and 
I’m no crazy cat lady, but 
what I saw was awful. 

“I delved further into the 
site and learnt the truth 
about factory farming. 

“The next day I went to 
my local health store and 
purchased vegan foods. 

“My vegan journey had 
begun.” 

The 30-year-old loves 


making vegan pizza using 
puff pastry, home-made 
tomato sauce, sauteed red 
onion and mushroom driz¬ 
zled with balsamic vine¬ 
gar. 

Now she has jumped on 
board with Animal Aid 
who has produced a cook¬ 
book to help people eat 
more compassionately. 

Animal Aid’s vegan 
month co-ordinator, Kelly 
Slade, said, as a vegan, 
people could still have 
their favourite meals and 
treats.

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Airport plans on Thames revealed 


By Paul Giles 


PLANS for a new £50 billion 
four runway airport in the 
Thames Estuary were unveiled 
last week. 

The airport, on the Isle of 
Grain, in Kent, could have the 
potential to deal with 150 milli on 
passengers a year and will be part 
of the Thames Hub, which will 
also have high speed rail connec¬ 
tions to London, the Midlands 
and northern England. 

It is also in plans to have con¬ 
nections to Europe and link s to 
key ports. 

A new flood barrier could also 


be placed across the Thames, har¬ 
nessing tidal power to create car¬ 
bon tree energy. 

The plans come after Foster + 
Partners, Halcrow and Volterra 
worked together on a self-funded 
study to produce a detailed vision 
for the hub. 

Lord Foster, founder and chair¬ 
man of Foster + Partners who 
revealed the plans last 
Wednesday, believed Britain 
could no longer trade on inade¬ 
quate and aged infrastructures. 

He said: “If we are to establish 
a modem transport and energy 
infrastructure in Britain for this 
century and beyond, we need to 


recapture the foresight and politi¬ 
cal courage of our 19th Century 
forebears and draw on our tradi¬ 
tions of engineering, design and 
landscape. 

“If we don’t then we are deny¬ 
ing future generations to come.” 

Halcrow group board director, 
David Kerr, said Halcrow’s role is 
to support society by taking on 
the big issues that affect everyone 
including water, transportation, 
energy, and creating places to live 
and work. 

He said: “Great challenges 
require bold solutions, which is 
why I believe our Thames Hub 
vision is critical to society.”

addresses in a particular part of Benfleet. 

“This is because the private, unpaved roads in the 
area are in a poor state of repair. That poor state of 
repair has meant some of our vehicles have been 
damaged and there have been some near accidents 
for our postmen and women. 

“It is the responsibility of the residents to ensure 
that private roads are fit for purpose and do not con¬ 
stitute a safety risk. This is far from being a trivial 
matter and we will not compromise on the safety of 
our colleagues.” 

Royal Mail claimed it has written to all addresses 
and has asked residents to collect their post from 
Benfleet sorting office. 


Bosses stressed they would only review the ser¬ 
vice once road improvements have been made. 

Mother-of-one and businesswoman, Jo Sayer, 42, 
of Windermere Road, said: “Having no post is a 
nightmare. I need to organise my day around going 
to the sorting office and I am one of the lucky ones 
who can drive. 

“I think the health and safety aspect of their 
claims is ridiculous. It is health and safety gone 
mad. 

“We can’t improve the road overnight and I antic¬ 
ipate that the suspension could go on months, well 
into the New Year.”

Although the national total 
was some £40m this only cov¬ 
ers about half of the actual 
welfare expenditure, so great 
is the demand. 

There are nine million bene¬ 
ficiaries eligible for support 
at the present time. 

In the present economic cli¬ 
mate, welfare assistance is 
becoming more necessary and 
we are committed to help 
those eligible for assistance, 
which we have done since 
1921 - 90 years ago. 

Readers will be aware that 
Armed Forces Recovery 
Centres are being built in the 
Garrison towns of Catterick, 
Colchester, Tidworth and 
Edinburgh. 

The Centre in Tidworth is 
operational now and 
Colchester Centre will open 
in early 2012. 

The Legion has pledged 


£50m for operating costs over 
the next 10 years. The troops 
hopefully will be out of 
Afghanistan by then but sup¬ 
port for those damaged physi¬ 
cally, mentally and emotional¬ 
ly will not have ended, their 
longer term needs and those 
of their families will not end 
when the guns fall silent. 
Combat stress and illness 
caused through service can 
show up years later, as older 
veterans can attest to.

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Exploring East End history 


LIZ WADE goes on a Titanic historical journey at Valence House Museum in Dagenham 


A VISIT to a 700-year-old for¬ 
mer manor house in 
Dagenham unearthed some 
amazing facts about an area that 
was once home to a family that 
transformed the entire process of 
North Sea fishing and a company 
which made the lifebelts and life¬ 
jackets on the ill-fated RMS 
Titanic. 

Valence House Museum is dedi¬ 
cated to the past of Barking and 
Dagenham, and is packed with 
fascinating facts and information 
on everything from the mystery of 
the murder of a police constable 
on night patrol in 1846 to life on 
the Beacontree Estate - once the 
world’s largest housing develop¬ 
ment. 

It has been a number of years 
since I have visited Valence House 
Museum, in Becontree Avenue, 
and I was really surprised and 
pleased to see it has been trans¬ 
formed inside with new galleries. 

Following an extensive refurbish¬ 
ment last year there are now a 
number of new galleries to 
explore, all of which have some¬ 
thing for everyone, from adult visi¬ 
tors to those much younger.

■ DIRECTIONS: Valence House is located 
close to the junction of Valence Avenue and 
Becontree Avenue, Dagenham.

Valence House, the only surviv¬ 
ing manor house in Dagenham, 
dates back to Medieval times. The 
house, which is still partially sur¬ 
rounded by a moat, has been fully 
restored and is complete with 
beautiful oak-panelled rooms and 
even a newly discovered 400-year- 
old wall painting. 

Inside there are a number of gal¬ 
leries across two floors including 
its Archaeology Gallery which 
takes you on a rapid journey 
through the area’s past, from the 
time of Stone Age settlements, 
through the Iron Age, and the 
Roman and Anglo-Saxon periods, 
right through to medieval times. 
Inside the gallery there are a range 
of fascinating objects including a 
Roman sarcophagus, which is a 
stone coffin, as well as Medieval 
masonry, stone tools and a Saxon 
drinking glass. 

Half of the gallery is dedicated to 
the history of Barking Abbey, the 
borough’s largest archaeological 
site, which was founded in AD 666 
and closed in 1539 during the 
reign of King Henry VIII. All that 
remains of the abbey, which was 
completely destroyed by 1541, is 
the medieval entrance gate to the 
parish churchyard known as the 
Curfew Tower. 

Its Village Life gallery looks at 
times gone, when Dagenham was 
covered by fields and farms, and 
explores the rural life of Dagenham 
Village and the hamlets of 
Chadwell Heath and Beacontree. 
Here you will find the case of the 
unsolved murder of police consta¬ 
ble, George Clark, who was killed 


in 1846 while on night patrol, as 
well as photographs and paintings 
of how the area once looked, and 
even a model of Dagenham Village 
in 1945. 

The museum’s People and 
Communities gallery, which is 
actually named the O’Leary Gallery 
after chief librarian of Dagenham, 
John Gerard O’Leary, who found¬ 
ed the museum in the 1930’s, is 
the largest gallery of them all. Not 
only is it packed with fascinating 
items, it is also home to plenty of 
fun things to do with the kids. 
There’s listening posts where you 
can hear local people taking about 
their experiences as wartime evac¬ 
uees, lockers where you have to 
solve the clues and identify the 
sporting hero inside and clue 
boxes where you have to guess 
the popular toy inside. 

The gallery, which looks at the 
social history of Barking and 
Dagenham and how its inhabitants 
have made the borough what it is 
today, is complete with typical liv¬ 
ing room and kitchen scenes from 
the Becontree Estate - at one time 
the world’s largest housing devel¬ 
opment. There’s also information 
on famous people from the area, 
displays of a range of items includ¬ 
ing boxing champion Kevin 
Mitchell’s shorts and gloves, a 
Dagenham Girl Pipers uniform, 
Gandhi’s spinning wheel and the 
smallest matchbox in the world, 
and information of working lives, 
health and medicine, and child¬ 
hoods of the past. 

The area’s development from a 
farming area is explained in two 



galleries - the River Industries and 
Barking New Town galleries. The 
first takes a closer look at the 
Barking Fishing Fleet, and how a 
local family, called the Hewetts, 
transformed the entire process of 
North Sea fishing, and has areas 
dedicated to Samuel Williams, 
who established Dagenham Dock, 
and the Ford Motor Company 
which opened Europe’s largest car 
plant after buying much of 
Dagenham Dock. 

The Barking New Town gallery 
looks at how the area became the 
base for a huge range of indus¬ 
tries, including Fosbery of Barking, 
which supplied lifebelts and life¬ 
jackets to the ill-fated RMS Titanic, 
and home to an increasing num¬ 
ber of inhabitants. 


If all this exploring works up an 
appetite then you can also take a 
seat in the adjacent Oasis Cafe, 
which offers a variety of light meals 
and refreshments. 

As well as being open through¬ 
out the year, the museum also 
holds a range of special events. 
Up-and-coming events at Valence 
House Museum include a Winter 
Sale, which will run be run from 
10am to 3pm on Saturday, 
November 26, by the Friends of 
Valence House, and a talk on 
Barking and Dagenham’s twinning 
with Witten in Germany from 1 - 
2.30pm on Friday, December 14, 
There will also be a Christmas 
Carol Concert from 7.30pm to 
9pm on December 9, which is 
free.

some Hollywood stars 
could be replaced by 
digital actors in the come¬ 
dy SI mOne. 

For his latest film, which he 
also directs, Niccol imagines an 
emotionally starved globe in 
which money has become 
obsolete and the currency is 
time. 

People are engineered to age 
until they reach 25 years old, 
then a timer, embedded in their 
arm, begins to tick down sec¬ 
ond by second to their 
demise. 

You can earn, steal or 
inherit more time to extend 



your life expectancy, lead¬ 
ing to a vast divide 
between

The 

wealthy are 
essentially immortal:

How do airbaqs work? 

By Jonathan Crouch 

G EM Motoring Assist 
member Matt Day 
recently wrote to the 
organisation to describe his 
first experience of an airbag 
doing its job admirably when 
he and his wife were involved 
in a crash that was not his 
fault. 

He said: “We all know that 
the airbag is a great safety 
feature in our cars and, used 
in conjunction with a seat belt, 
can often save serious injury. 

What most of us don’t know 
is what it’s like when one 
goes off. We were thankful for 
the extremely fast deployment 
of the airbags. 

“They seem to have deflated 
again before I realised they 
had inflated. What’s more the 
seatbelts did their job and we 
didn’t get thrown forward.” 

Matt explained that when 
the airbags inflated his car 
filled with smoke from the mini 
explosion, which was neces¬ 
sary to deploy them. “I could 
sense the car filling rapidly 
with smoke and my initial 
reaction was to get out. I 
screamed at my wife to get 
out too.” 

He said the crash made him 
think that there should be 
more information as to what 
exactly happens when an 
airbag comes into use. “In a 
situation where you might be 
best off not moving at all, 
especially if you are injured, 
your first reaction is to try and

get out of the car,” he said. 

So how do airbags actually 
work? Extremely quickly is the 
short answer. When one goes 
off, there’s an explosion no 
louder than the sound of a 
paper bag being burst which 
propels the nylon bag 
towards your face. Since it’s 
not completely gas tight, it will 
automatically deflate again 
within a split second so as 
not to impair your vision or 
hamper your escape from the 
car. 

It doesn’t hurt - volunteers 
describe it like being hit with a 
pillow - and since an airbag 
distributes the force of impact 
so evenly, it’s unlikely to shat¬ 
ter your glasses. Even if 
you’re smoking a pipe, there’s 
little danger, it’s likely that the 


force of deceleration will have 
flung it from your mouth. 

Typically, an airbag will be 
fully inflated within 30 millisec¬ 
onds (0.03 secs) after the 
point of impact. To ensure 
that it doesn’t go off acciden¬ 
tally, or trigger in minor 
impacts, a threshold deceler¬ 
ation has to be reached 
before the sensors activate 
inflation. In Europe, this can 
be anything from 12-20mph. 

There are few recorded 
instances of airbags going off 
accidentally. They’re manufac¬ 
tured to military equipment 
standards, hermetically sealed 
and designed to last at least 
ten years. Providing that the 
triggering mechanism is work¬ 
ing properly, malfunctions are 
almost unheard of.
